British Flotilla Is Returning 
From Maneuvers When.

LONDON, July 9.—The British | 
submarine H-47, with 21 of its! 
crew thought to be dead or en- | 


tombed, lies today in 270 feet 
otf water in St. George’s channel.

The undersea boat was struck | 
by the submarine L-1z, a vessel] | 
twice as large, and sank so quick- | 


ly that only two of the crew of 23 
were saved. These were Lieut. R. 
J. Gardner, commanding officer, 
and Sidney Cleburne of Devonport, 
telegraph operator, both of whom

tower. 

Charles Edward Bull, chief sig- 
nal man of the L-12, is missing. 
Arthur Sampson, a seaman of the 
L-12, is in a serious. condition 
from injuries suffered in the 


of 41 men. 

As soon as word of the disaster 
was received the dock yard tugs 
Resolve and Grappler prepared to 
go to sea with salvage gear from 
Portsmouth. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty 
announced in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon that there was 
no hope that the crew of the 
H-47 could be rescued alive. 


The H-47 sank in water about! 


three times deeper than that in 
which the American submurine S-4 
sank in 1927, and considerably 
deeper than that in which the S-51 
sank in 1925. Salvage operations 
at such a depth are exceedingly 
difficult. 

Returning From Maneuvers. 

It is thought the collision oc- 
curred while the flotillas, which 
have been-taking part in combined 
maneuvers off the § Irish coast, 
were returning to Portland or 
Portsmouth. 

There is a possibility that the 
new Italian apparatus, which en- 
ables divers to work safely far un- 
der the surface and which is being 
used in an effort to raise the liner 
Egypt off Cape Finisterre, will be 
used in an attempt to salvage the 
H-47. 


The battleship Rodney left Tor- | 


kay for Fishguard to assist in the 
attempt to salvage the H-47. The 
c2stroyer Vivien also left Torbay. 

Submarines of the H class are 
the smallest in the British navy 
and they are used almost entirely 
for training purposes. They were 
built to the design of the Ameri-

Evidence on which the warrant 
was issued was obtained by Mrs. 
Maack’s husband, Henry Maack, 
73 years old. against whom her di- 
vorce suit is pending, with allega- 
tions of general indignities and a 
request for alimony. Deportation 
would end her suit, and Maack, re- 
tired proprietor of an architectural 
and industrial school at 1742 Chou- 
teau avenue, then could divorce 
her without embarrassment or ali- 


Accused of Stealing Dress. 

Theft of a cheap dress in Ger- 
many is the basis of the deporta- 
tion proceedings. Maack retained 
private detectives at Plauen, Mrs, 
Maack’s former home, and .ob- 
tained documentary evidence that 
Mrs. Maack had been convicted. 
Through an attorney he submitted 
it to the office of the Secretary of 
Labor at Washington. The led- 
eral Department ordered action by 
the district office, which previous- 
ly had refused Maack’s repeated 
demands that it take a hand in 
his domestic quarrel. 

It is mandatory under the immi- 
gration act that anyone convicted 
of a crime involving moral turpi- 
tude, prior to entry, be taken into 
custody and deported. Whether 
petty theft could be considered 
evidence of moral turpitude, with 
Mrs. Maack’s explanation and the 
known state of affairs in Germany 
after the war, will be considered 
by the Immigration Board. 

The record of Mrs. Maack’s 
hearing, held here last month, ar- 
rived in Washington last Friday. 
Second Assistant Secretary of La- 
bor W. W. Husband, who returned 
yesterday from vacation, said the 
case would be taken up at once. 
The record indicated that Mrs. 
Maack had appealed from the con- 
viction, but left Germany before 
her appeal was decided. The file 
included an explanation of the 
origin of deportation proceedings, 
and bore a ticket to expedite the 
'routine, It was shown that immi- 
gration authorities, In an effort to

Forestry Association at its annual confer- 
ence at Jacksonville to pass a resolution 
urging that a forester of ability and intel- 
ligence be included in the commission's 
membership. Stmilar considerations 
prompted the Society of American For- 
esters at its annual meeting in New York 
to pass a somewhat similar resolution. 


The foresters of America are not alone 
in their lack of confidence in the Jadwin 
plan of flood control or in their condemna- 
tion of the self-sufficient Mississippi River 


Commission. A special committee of the 
American Engineering Council. which rep- 
resents 25 engineering societies of the 


country with a membership of almost 60.- 
000, has rejected, after careful study, both 
the Jadwin and the Mississippi River plans. 
The committee believes that the best in- 
terests of the nation are being defeated by 
the ‘adoption of plans “hastily prepared and 
based upon inadequate data.” The com- 
mittee asserts that “there is in the engi- 
neering profession a marked and genera! 
lack of confidence in the plan adopted,” 
and it recommends “the creation by the 
Federal Government of a Board of Review 
composed of non-partisan and competent 
civilian engineers with authority to develop 
the best possible solution of the Mississippi 
flood control probiem.”

It is significant that in Congress itsclf 
there appears to be lack of confidence in 
the Jadwin plan. Senator Lynn J. Frazier 
of North Dakota has introduced a Senate 
resolution calling for the establishment of 
a board to be known as the Senate Missis- 
sippi Engineering Advisory Board, the board 
to be composed of 11 members, consisting 


of one financial. economist, two army en- 
gineers and eight civilian engineers Roth

It is time for the friends of forester and 
the advocates of the development and con- 
servation of our natural resources to take 
a stand against inadequate handling of the 
Mississippi flood problem.

gineers, as military engineers, are the most 
brilliant on the globe. But as economists, 
foresters, scientists and architects of reg- 
ional development, those same engineers 
are as poorly equipped and as much out 
Of place as a board of old maids at a 
mothers’ meeting 

Nothing could be more self-evident than 
the fact that the use which is made of land 
influences, its absorption of rainfall and the 
volume and rapidity of run-off. Neverthe- 
less, the School of Army Enctneers—Bour- 
bon to the last—insists that forestry thas no 
bearing on flood prevention or flood con- 
trol. They were furnished by the President, 
through the Secretary of Agriculture and 
under the direction of Congress, with spe- 
cific information as to the extent and man- 
ner in which proper forestry practice could 
help in controlling floods in the Mississippi 
Valley. Through error or ignorance— 
either unforgivable—they glaringly mishan- 
dled and.misinterpreted this information 
and made a report to Congress in which 
the beneficial effects of forests in flood 
control were computed and stated as an 
amount which was really only one-twen- 
tieth of the amount actually shown by the 
official figures. 

* . o 

Followers of the army scnooi of flood 
control are usually so ignorant of the influ- 
ence of forests on floods that they are not 
only unable to understand the claims made 
by advocates of forestry. but even to state 
properly those claims as they bear upon 
permanent and comprehensive flood con- 
trol. To avoid misinterpretation. it is 
necessary to reiterate over and over again 
that foresters do not consider forests as a 
cure-all for floods. Levees and other 
structural works on the lower Mississippi 
are necessary. but these must be supple- 
mented by intelligent land use throughout 
the Mississippi watershed. one important 
feature of which is the encouragement of 
of forestry practice on rough lands and 
mountain slopes which will otherwise breed 
destruction with ever-increasing 


force.

The policy of the army engineer may be 
likened to that of a bealth officer who. dis- 
regarding the value of modern sanitary 
regulations, attempts to soive the public 
heaith problem merely by the erection of 
more and larger hospitals. The forester 
recognizes the emergency need of levees 
but he would supplement therm by intro- 
ducing better methods of iand utilization 
at the sources of trouble. He locks upon 
the probiem as a whole. He views it as 
one of regionai storage, each minor water- 
shed handling its proportionate share of 
precipitation so as to feed its annual bur- 
den of runoff into the major stream in 
reguiar flow and not in impetuous torrents. 
This means some form of storage reser- 
voirs at the headwaters to hoid the excess 
received in periods of heavy rainfall. The 
safest and best place to store today's heavy 
rainfall is in the soil. There it is available 
for plant growth and may feed sources of 
ground water and strengthen the flow of
